The people being much irritated at the King's poſting ſo 
many foreign troops round Paris, the general aſſembly of that 
capital, found it expedient to eſtabliſh the militia. Till tran- 
quillity was reſtored it was to conſiſt of 48,060 citizens. In 
two days, 270,000 citizens enrolled themſelves in their 
reſpective diſtrifts. A ſtate Mayor was appointed by the 4 
town aſſembly; the Marquis de la Salle was named com- 4 
mander in chief; the green cockade was fixed on, and a per- 
manent committee was formed to correſpond with the diffe- 
rent diſtricts. The Couriers of the court, were arreſted by 
the armed people, who intercepted their diſpatches. An im- 
menſe multitude at this time, led on by M. de Corny, went 
fo the Hoſpital of Invalids, demanded of the governor to de- 
liver up to them all the arms; on his refuſal they took by 
force, 30z000 muſkets, and 20 pieces of cannon were found 
here, which were carried to the city. All the arms in the 
ſhops of the armourers, and thoſe of the Garde Meuble were 
alſo ſeized, During this ſcene of tumult and agitation, the 
National Aſſembly ſent a deputation to the King, informing | 
him of the dreadful ſituation of Paris, cauſed by the ſurrounding 
troops. The King replied, ** I have already made Known to 
you my intentions, reſpecting the meaſures which the diſor- 
ders of Paris forced me to adopt; I alone have the right to 
Judge of the neceſſity, and in that reſpe& I can make no 
change.“ The troops, however, poſted in the Champ de Mars, 
moved off during the night. On the ſucceeding day .(14th)

generally believed that the Baftile contained large quantities 
of both. Thither the people repaired, and the gates of the 
caſtle being opened, to about 40 citizens, the bridges were 
then drawn, and a firing was heard within: this marks the 
epoch of French liberty. The fury of the people was 
excited beyond deſcription, they haſtened in crouds to the 
Baſtile, with t wo pieces of cannon ; ſeveral cannons loaded with»

The keys of the Baſtile being carried to the town- hall, the 
demolition of that fortreſs was decreed by the council gene- 
ral ſeven priſoners only were ſaid to be found in it, three 
of whom had loſt their reaſon, having been. conſined ſince the 
reign of Louis XV. This terminated an exploit, to which po- 
pular fury and vengeance had firſt given birth, and which 
eventually changed the political ſyſtem of France. The King, 
highly alarmed at the preceding events, went the next day 
do the Aſſembly, and made the following ſpeech, Gentle- 
men, I have ſummoned you to aſſemble, in order to conſult 
en the moſt important and intereſting affairs of the ſtates, 
and which even affect me more ſenſibly, than the frightful 
diſorder which reigns in the capital.

 Profelytiſm, which, exerciſed by friendly powers, would be a 
direct violation of the rights of nations. 

In conſequence of the preceding Memoir, a Proclamation 


was publiſhed by the Britiſh Miniſtry under the ſignature of 


the King ſtrictly prohibiting and forbidding all his ſubjects 
to take any command at ſea from any foreign prince or ſtate, 
againſt any other foreign prince or ſtate, now in amity with 
his Majeſty. The Proclamation further enjdined, that, as his 
Moft Chriſtian Majeſty had cauſed application to be made, 
his Majeſty would (conformably to the article of the treaty of 
Navigation and Commerce, concluded Sept. 4786) renew and 
publith, in all his dominions, the expreſs prohibition contain- 


ed in that article, that his ſubjects receive no commiſſions for 


acting at ſea, from any enemy of the Moſt Chriſtian King. 

A Memorial was tranſmitted to his Excellency the Count

There were conſequently as many places of meeting as there 
were 650's to vote, Every 650 voters choſe fix electors, and 
they did this one by one.

Volunteers, citizens, and even children have been ſeen to run 
at a bomb, and ſnatch out the fuze, and run after the balls 
and extinguiſh them before they roll into the houſes.

12.] An intercepted letter from Berlin, addreſſed to the 
Pruſhan Miniſter, Bichofewverder, was read in the Conven- 
tion, ſhewing the opinion of the people of Pruffia with regard 
to the 'preſent campaign. It ran thus: “ The removal of 
the money, ſent to the army, has made a deep impreflion on 
the minds of the people here. It is much to be withed that 
the Pruffian Government may be more circumſpect in future, 
and that thoſe, employed in the war department, may be 
more prudent in their cpera ions. When the citizens ſaw 
the ſavings of the great Frederic rolled towards the banks cf 
the Rhine, they ſhed tears. It is ſuppoſed that 24, ooo, ooo 
have been lent off already. Prince Henry on his return to 
Charlſbald, ſaid to M. Munch touzer, that 13,000,000 had al- 
ready paſſed through Merſbourg. The gencral opinion is, 
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that the treaſury is exhauſted. The declaration of the Duke 


of Brunſwick is much blamed. It was particularly known 
that Longwy and Verdun would open their gates.” 

The Prefident of the Convention announced a letter from

A letter was read in the Conventidn, announcing the retak- 
ing of Verdun by General Dillon. The Pruſſians evacuated 
the town on the 12th. 

16.] An arret of the Proviſtonal Executive Council was 
read, relative to Geneva, by which they ſtill inſiſted that, 
« agrecably to the treaties made, the Swiſs troops evacuated 
entirely and immediately the city of Geneva and its territory, 
promiſing on thar condition, that no attempt ſhall be made on 
the liberty and independence of the Republic, gor ſhall the 
French troops enter the City and Republic of Geneva.“ — 
M. Briſſot then preſented, in the name of the Diplomatic 
Committee, a decree conformable to the arrets of the Execu- 
tive Council, relative to the violation of the treaties of 1769 
and 1732, by the leffer Council of Geneva. He propoſed by 
way of amplification of thoſe Courts, to decree, that France do 
renounce the latter part of thoſe treaties which gaurantee 
the preſent conſtitution of Geneva, that gaurantry being con- 
trary tothe fovercignty of the people, and to the impreſcrip- 
table right to give themſelves that form of government they 
thought proper.

22.] The following affecting anecdote, which, as it bears a 
ſtrong ſimilitude to the ſtory of the Grecian daughter, was 
publithedin the Paris Magazine at this time, may perhaps, be 
intereſting to the female reader: M. Sombreuil, ci-devant 
Governor of the Invalids, being ſuſpected of ſecreting arms, 
was conducted to priſon. His daughter was reſolved to ſhare 
his misfortunes. She accordingly applied to the goaler for 
permiſſion to enter that cell which was void of gloom; nay 
rather, let me ſay, for her noble ſoul poſſeſſed charms, it con- 
- tained her father 1 ! The goaler replied, that he dared not 
allow any perſon whatever to enter the priſon without orders 
from a ſup-rior. power. Reſolute and perſevering in her vir- 
tuous purple, ſhe waved all difficulties, and applied to M. 
Santerre, who granted her requeſt. On the wings of filial 
love ſhe now flew to the priſon, and bore to the heart of her 
aged parent the balm of pious affect ion and duteous conſolation; 
and thus beguiled the tedious hours of confinement. On 
September zd, when the people had taken the reins of juftice 
into their own hands, the priſon, where M. Sombreuil was, 
was viſited. The twelve judges were ſat, and the priſoner 
formally tried. His hour was now come, and the goaler ap- 


peared at the door. I am ready,“ exclaimed e

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Fymbreuil, wich a tone of fortitude, “ I am ready to die; but 
Oh! ſpare my father !'!*” The goaler was moved to compaſ- 
ſion; thrice he approached the door, and thrice withdrew. 
At length the moment came, and M. Symbreai/ was demanded. 
He appeared, ſupported by his daughter; her hair was diſhe- 
velled, and her countenance expreſſive of anguiſh, perturba- 
tion, and diſmay. Diſengaging herſelf from her father, ſhe 
threw herſelf on her knees, and, with uplifted hands, pleaded 
for him, in an unconnected, but affecting addreſs, to the judges, 
# which ſhe offered her own life to ranſom his. It was the 
note of pions ſorrow, affecting, and perſuaſive. The judges 
furveyed the old man and his daughter alternately ; their 
fouls were filled with admiration and pity. Whatever M. 
Sombreuil may have been guilty of,“ ſaid the judges, © he is 
an old man, and let him know that we are mereifil !' let him 
cry, Vive ta Nation l and retire.“ The virtuous Madam: i- 
felle Sombreuil, with a piercing accent repeated, Five la 
Nation l fell at her father's feet and embraced his knees. 
The people was ſo much pleaſed with this ſcene, that they 
brought an old door, on which they placed M. Sambreuil and 
his daughter, and bore them through the crowd, amidſt the 
loudeſt acclamations of the multitude. 

22.] The Miniſter for Foreign Affairs informed the Con- 
vention, that Citizen Simondille, was, by the intrigues of the- 
Ambaſſadors of Vienna, Berlin, and other Courts, rejected as 
Ambaſſador for the French Repulic, at the Ottoman Porte.

19.] The diſcuſſion of the decree of baniſhment of the 


members of the late Royal Family of France was reſumed in 


the Convention, The Mayor of Paris, accompanied by the 
Commilhoners from the forty-eight Sections who petitioned 
on the ſuhject, expreſſed their diſapprobation of the meaſure. 

M. Le Brun, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, made 
a report to the National Convention of France, of the ſitua- 
tion of affairs between Great Britain and France. The ſud- 


den aſſembly cf the Britiſh Parliament in December, which

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had been prorogued to January, gave origin to this report. 
M. Le Brun gave a minute detail of the conduct of the Court 
of London ſince the 18thof Auguſt, and animadverted keenly 
on the-King's Speech at the opening of Parliament. 

20,] General Benurnonville addreſſed a letter to the Preſi- 
dent of the Convention, annnouncing that the French Repu- 
blic was now miſtreſs of the. whole territory between the 
Sarre and the Moſelle, as far as the bridge Conſarebruck. 

Deputies from the Pape of Belgie Hainault came to pre- 
ſent to the Convention their reflections on a decree paſſed 
upon the propoſition of Cambon. Reſcind,“ ſaid they, 
< your decree of the t 5th of December, or you ſpea to us as 
conquerors, maſters, ſovereigns, when you yourſelves decree 
che ceſſation of our taxes and public revenues, which you take 
into your own hands, and when you order the management 
of national effects; when you pronounce, otherwite than 
through us, the extinction of our political ſocictics or corpo- 
ratious ; hen you preſcribe even the confiſcations of private 
property, which our former Defpots dared! not to do when 
they declared us rebels, and treated us as ſuch.” * 

The Conventicn paſſcd a decree for the perpetual Baniſh- 
ment of the whole Bourbon Family.

21.] General Caflinc was twice ſummoned by the King 


of Pruſſia to ſurrender Mentz, but would make no reply.

maſter, that he ſhall not have it in his poſſeſſion in 48 years.” 
24. ] A letter from the Commiſſioners ſent to Mont Blanc 
(late Savoy) was read, ſtating, that its union to the French 
Republic had been conſummated in the moſt ſplendid man- 
ner, and that Liberty was adored with enthuſiaſm in that 
Department.

FHauvre aſſerted, that the Convention had not a right to try 
Louis XVI. He went back as far as the time of Charle- 
magne; and concluded by moving, that a particular Tribunal

Rabat de Sl. Etienne formally denied that the Nation had 
ſent Judges to try Louis.

Birateau—** Louis, hurled from his Throne, can no longer 
be conſidered in any other light than as a plain Citizen: as 
ſuch, he has committed no crime ; it is, then, as a King, that 
he ought to be tried: the bloody annals of our unfortunate 
Hiſtory will atteſt his crimes to all ages; he deſerves death 
but does p»/icy enjoin that puniſhment? by no means; for the 


death of Louis will be the Anal of a civil war, which will

Barbarouxs moved an impeachment againſt Pache, the Mi- 
niſter at War, as a culprit and convict, whoſe crime was that 
of having endangered even the exiſtence of the Republic.

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The Genoeſe Miniſter, on his preſentation to the National 
Convention, pronounced the following addreſs: 

% Citizens, I am ſenſible of the value of ſuch a reception as 
you honour me with. Hitherto, the repreſentations made to 
the depoſitaries of power, have offered a vain and faſtidious ce- 
remony only. On the one part were ſeen men erected into 
demi- gods, receiving an almoſt idolatrous worſhip; on the 

other, ſervile adorers, drunk themſelves with the incenſe of- 
fered at the ſhrine of their idols. Now, a ſimple Citizen pre- 
ſents himſelf with confidence before men honoured with the 
ſame title. The Miniſters of a powerful and glorious Nation 
have willed, that the Repreſentative of a ſmall, but a free and 
ſovereign Republic, ſhould receive from them the proof of 
good- will and fraternity. | 

In ſceing thus, among free States, the ſtrong countenance 
the weak, and being pleated with alliances, in which the latter 

have all the advantage, we truly feel that Liberty is the moſt 
valuable of all ties; that, amidſt fo many Nations, ſtrangers 
to each other, the free Nations are Fellow-Citizens, and the 
ſentiment of their reciprocal Sovereignty eſtabliſhes between 
them a tender tie of Equality. 

« Citizens, the Republic of Geneva felicitates itſelf on pre- 
-ceding the ether States in teſtimonies of attachment and ton- 
fidence for the French Republic: and if, under theſe circum- 
ſtances, they honoured me with their choice, it is becauſe they 
knew, that, to be the faithful interpreter of their thoughts and 
withes, it was only neceſſary for me to expreſs my own ſenti- 
ments.“ N 

31.] The Miniſter for the Home Department in France 
*communicated to the Convention the following extract of a 
letter from Meſſrs. Bourdieu, Chollet, and Bourdieu, Mer- 
chants in London, dated December 25, 1792: 

„This laſt cargo for Bayonne has been juſt detained by 
-order of Government. The ſhip is call the Thames, Captain 

, laden with $67 quarters of wheat, We have taken 
every ſtep neceſſary to diſcover the cauſe of this extraordinary 
-arreſt; but we only received this laconic anſwer, that it 2was 
by order of Government.

King's Proclamation reſpecting the exportation of grain, ex- 
preſsly excepted foreign grain from all prohibition : we re- 
ceived the ſame anſwer, only with this addition, that in eight 
days we ſhould receive a more explicit anſwer, We ſhall not, 
indeed we ought not allow ourſelves to make any comment on 
this event. As a miniſter, you will make your own reflec- 
tions, when you know that another cargo for the Marine De- 
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artment, and deſtined for Breſt, has been put in the ſame /itn- 

ation, at the ſame time, and by the ſame authority.” | 

This letter, the contents of which, it was alledged, ſhewed 
the firſt infringement of the treaty of commerce at the fide of 
Engliavd, was referred to the Diplomatique Committee. 

Fergntaud, in an able and eloquent ſpeech, argued the pro- 
priety of referring the judgment of the King to the Primary 
Aſſemblies; and concluded by ſaying, that an a#t of the Re- 
preſentatives of the People, either ſolemnly or tacitly, was an 
uſurpation of their Sovercignty ; that ſuch was their duty;

French Credit,—and laſtly, of a Bill propoſed in the Houſe of 
Commons, tending to prevent the circulation of notes payable 


to order, and promiſſory obligations, given under the autho- 


rity of any Power in France. The report farther ſtated, 
that, contrary to all eſtabliſned uſage between Nations, and in 
direct contradiction to the protection which Frenchmen tra- 
velling in England, had a right to claim, by virtue of the 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation now ſubſiſting between 
the two Countries, both Houſes of Parliameat had paſſed a BiH 
concerning Foreigners, empowering the Executive Power to 
ſend ſuſpected Aliens out of the Kingdom, and obliging them 


to regiſter their names, and to reſide where ordered, &c. 


The Convention then came to the two following reſolu- 
tions; (aſt. The French Miniſter of the Republic at London,

ALARMING accounts were recci.cd in Dublin from the 
Count y of Louth, that an outrageous banditti, to the number 
of 2000, calling themſelves Defenders, had attacked and + 
lundered near forty houſes in that county.

The report of the Committees appointed by the National 
Convention to examine into the motives of the detention of 
the two French thips laden with corn, being read in the Con- 
vention, it was thewn that fuch act might not be a hoſtile one 
on the part of England, as the exportation of corn was prohi- 
bited there.

The diſcuſſion relative to the fate of Louis XVI. was 
reſumed in the Convention, when Guillemart propoſed to eon- 
demn him to perpetual exile—Carra, to immediate death 
and Genſonnet, thinking the Sovereignty of the People in every 
inſtance violated when that which could be done by them was: 
done by Delegates, ſaid, he was for the appeal to the People. 
3-] M. Chauvelin, the French Ambaſſador, waited on Lord 
Grenwille, and declared, that the French nation confidered the. 
Alien Bill an infringement of the commercial treaty of 1786. 
4.] The Convention was occupied about the trial of the 
King. Among the conſpicuous ſpeakers on that cccaſion was 
Barrere, who ſaid he was decidedly againſt referring the rati- 
fication of the ſentence tothe Primary Aſſemblies. The Con- 
vention, he thought, had no right to take upon themſelves the 
trial of Louis XVI. but they could not repair one error by com- 
mitting a greater. No one can be a judge of a crime com- 
mitted againſt himſelf, Who is the offended party here ?— 
the People. An appeal to the People is contrary to the nature 
of a Repreſentative Government. In the caſe of an appeal, 
the Nation would have named Repreſentatives, and yet be un- 
* repreſented ; 
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repreſented: the Delegates would be only. collteftors of votes 
mere political couriers. This reference to the People was 
neceſſary at Rome, where the People themſclyes exerciſed 
their own Sovereignty; they had Magiſtrates, but no Repre- 
ſentatives: but if the French People had entruſted the exer- 
ciſe of their rights to their Repreſentatives; it was in order 
that their Repreſentatives might uſe it; they could net, at the 
fame time, delegate their rights, and exerciſe them themſclves.

Do not 
afflict France,” ſaid he © by a judgment that will appear to 
her to be terrible, when fve voices only were thought ſuffi- 
cient to carry it.“ He then invoked eternal Juſtice and 
ſacred Humanity, to determine the Convention to refer their 
judgment to the tribunal of the People. 

M. Tronchet ſaid, that it was inconceivable that the greateſt 
number of voters had invoked the penal code to juſtify their 

judgement. and that they forgot the humanity of the law 
in favcur of the accuſed : they have forgot, that the law re- 
quires fwvo thirds of the voices for the deciſion, 

M. Maleſterbes demanded of the Aſſembly, to give him 
until the following day, to make ſuch refled ions as crowded 
on his imagination. | 

After the Defenders cf L-uis had finiſhed their obſerva- 
ticns, they were invited to the honcurs cf the fitting. The 
Previcus queſtion rejected the appeal to the people, and the 
oblervations to be made by Maulaſherbes; and it was decrecd, 
that the National Convention ſhould examine, whether the

20, and 21. ] Dur'ng the night of the zoth, Paris was illu- 
mina: ed, and no perſon whatever was perm ted to go abroad 
in the ſtreets. I. a ge bod'es. f armed men patroled every part of 
that immenſe metropolis; the rattling of coaches ccaled, the 
Kreets were deſerted, and the city was buried in an awful 
filence. About two o'clock in the morning ef the fatal 
Monday the 21ſt, voices were heard at intervals, through the 
the gloom cf lamentation and diftreſs ; but whence they pro- 
cecded, or what they were, no perſon has been able to * 

This 
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This circumſtance, among many others, terriſied the People. 
The unhappy Monarch paſſcd all Sunday in prepartion for 
his approaching change. His calm reſignation, and much 
patience, diſplayed great eminence ef ſoul; but the meetin 
and parting of his family was a ſcene too painful, too diſtreſ- 
ſing to the feelings of humanity ! The Queen hung around 
the neck of her departing huſband in delirious anguith ; 
the Princeſs Royal graſped his hand; the Dauphin embraced 
his knees; and Madame El/zabet/h bathed his feet with the 
the torrent of her tears. The Queen was at laſt removed 
from him in a fate of inſenfibility, from- which ſhe did not 
revive before two o'clock on Monday afternoon. The Kin 
exhibited, on this ſad ſpeRacle, all the tenderneſs of a hui- 
band, a father, a brother; and, appearing more affected by 
the affliction of perſons ſo dear and lo beloved than by his own 
misfortunes, conſoled them with the moit ſoothing words, 
Having paſſcd through this trying ſcene, he now applied to his 
religious duties, and prepared to mect his Gop. The con- 
verſation which he held with his Confeſſor, it his ſaid, was 
pious, ſenſible and animated; and his hope was full of immor- 
tality, (d immortalite bien henreuſe.,) He proteſted his 
innocenſe, and forgave his enemies from his heart. The 
clocks of Paris, at length, ſounded eight on Monday morning 
and the Royal Mariyr was ſummoncd to his fate. He iſſued 
out of his priſon, and was conducted to a coach belonging to 
the Mayor of Paris, in which were two ſoldiers of the Gen- 
darmerie. He was attended by his Confeſſor, and aſſiſted to 
ſtep into the carraige by one or two of the ſentinels who ſtood 
at the gates of the Temple. But here an event happened, 
calculated to ſoften the moſt obdurate heart. Soon after the 
coach was driven off, and the King was conducting to the 
ſcaffold, the Dauphin eſcaped From rhoſe who had the care of 
him, and ran down ſtairs with great precipitation. The ſentinel 
at the bott m of the ſtairs, who appcars to have had a feeling 
heart, ſtopped him, and faid, 4 Where are you ging, my 
dear, in ſuch a hurry ?—* Pray, pray, let me alone,” faid the 
innocent child; “'I go in the ſtreet, and fall on my knees, 
and beg the people no: to kill my papa!“ 

The Place de Louis Quinze, now called the Place of the Re- 
volution, was the ſpot appointed fir the execution. . The place 
was filled with prodigious multitudes of People, and large 
bodies of horſe and foot were drawn np tp protect the exe- 


cution. The moſt awful Glence prevailed, while the coach 


was advancing ſlowly towards the ſcaffold. The dying 
Monarch aſcended it with heroic for:itnde, wich a firm ſtep 
and undilmayed countenarice. He was accompanied on the

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ſcaffold by his Confeſſor, and two or three Municipal Officers. 
For a moment he looked” around* upon the People, with a 
complacent countenance and he was preparing himſclf to 
addreſs the ſpectators, when, cruel to relate, one of the 
Officers cried out, No ſpeeches !* come, no ſpeeches ] and 
ſuddenly the drums beat, and trumpets ſounded. He ſpoke; 
dut all the expreſſions that could be diſtinétly heard, were 
theſe : © I forgive my enemies; may GoD forgive them, and 
aot lay my innocent blood to the charge of the Nation! Gop 
Sleſs my People! „ 

The Confeſſcr fell upon his knees, and implored the King's 
bleſſing, 8 it him with an affectionate embrace. The 
unfortunate Monarch then laid his head upon the block with . 
admirable ſerenity, and ceaſed to live in this world ! The cxe- 
cution was ae between 11 and 12 o'clock on Monday 
morning, Previous to his execution, he wrote to the Na- 
tional Convention, requeſting to be buried near to his father, 
in the Cathedral of Seng. The Convention, with cruel apathy, 

ſſed to the order of the day. | 

The 21ſt of the month was ſingularly ominous to the fate 
of Louis XVI.—On the 21ſt April. 1970, he was married:

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The Memorial procceded to tate, * That it was not quite 
four years ſince certain miſcreants, aſſuming the name of Phi-

dream, the offspring of vanity, it became neceſſary for them 
to overturn and deſtroy all eſtabliſhed notions of ſubordination, 
of morals, and of religion, which had hitherto conſtituted the 
ſecurity, the happineſs and conſolation of Mankind That 
theſe deſtructive projects had but too well ſucceeded ; but the 
effects of the new ſyſtem which they wiſhed to introduce, only 
ſerved to demonſtrate the folly of its authors That the events 
which fince ſo rapidly followed, ſurpaſſed in atrocity all that hi- 
therto ſullied the page of Hiſtory: property, liberty, ſecurity, and 
even life itſelf, had been the ſport of this unbridled phrenzy 
of the paſſions, of this Spirit of rapine, of hatred, and the mo 
cruel and unnatural ambition; the annals of Mankind could not 
preſent a period, in which, in ſo ſhort a time, ſo many 
crimes: had been ccmmitted, ſo many misfortunes produ- 
ced, and ſo many tears ſhed: in a word, that, at that very 
moment, theſe horrors appeared to have attained their utmoſt 
height—Thatr,* during alt this time, His Britannic Majcſty, - 
ſurrounded by his People, who, under the favour of Provi- 
dence; enjoyed a proſperity without example, could not behold _ 
the misfortunes of others, without the ſtrongeſt emotions of 
ply and indignation, but that, faithful to his principles, His 
ajeſty had never permitted himſelf to interfere in the inter- 
nal affairs of a Forcign Nation, nor departed from that ſyſtem 
of neutrality which L had adopted That for ſeveral months 
back, projects of ambi:ion and aggrandizement, dangerous to 
the tranquillity and the ſecurity of Europe, had been openly 
avowed ; attempts had been made to ſpread throughout En- 


gland and Holland, maxims ſubverſive of all ſocial order; and 


they had not ſcrupled to give-to theſe deteſtable attemprs the 

name of a Revolutionary Power : ancient and ſolemi trèaties, 
gauranteed by the King, had been infringed ; and the rights 
and territory of the Republic had been violated : His Majeſty - 
had therefore; in his wiſdom, judged it neceſſary to make pre- 
arations proportioned to the nature of the circumſtanees— 
hat the King had "conſulted his Parliament; and the mea- 


ſures which His Majeſty had thought bt to take, had been 


received with the moſt lively and unanimous approbation of 
the People, who abhor anarchy and irreſigien, who loved 
their King, and would maintain their Conftitution—Thar His 
Majeſty, in all he had done, had ever been vigilant in the ſup- 


port of the rights and the ſecurity of the United Provinees:

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13th November ut. gave a ſtrong proof of this; and they 
would not be leſs ſenſible of it in the meaſures which were 
then preparing. His Majeſty, therefore, is perſuaded, that he 
hall continue toexperience, on the part of Their High Migh- 
tineſſes, a perfect conformity of principles and conduct, as 
ſuch conformity could alone give to the united efforts of both 
Countries, the energy neceſſary for their common defence to 
oppoſe a Barrier to thoſe evils with which Europe was mena- 
ced, and to preſerve, againſt any attempt, the ſecurity, the 
tranquillity, and the independence of a State, the happineſs of 
which Their High Mightineſſes, by the wiſdom and firmncts 
of their Government, had ſo long experienced.” 
28356. A letter from the Commons of Landau announced to 
the Convention, that, by the negligence of ſome workmen, a 

fire had broken out in the arſenal, by which it was entirely 
conſumed.

A Memorial was remitted by Lord Auctland, the Eugli h 
Ambaſſador at the Hague, to Their High Mightineſſes the 
States-General, ſignifying,: © That he had the honour to 
inform them, by the expreſs order of his Sovereign, that the 
news of the fatal death of His Moſt Chriftian Majefly having 


been received in London on the 24th, the King immediately 


aſſembled his Privy Council, and, being himſelf there preſent, 
gave an order, in conſcquence of which, His Majeſty's Secre- 
tary of State wrote on the ſame day to M. Chauvelin, to no- 
tify to him, that the character with which he had been in- 
veſted at that Court was now entirely terminated by the 
fatal death cf His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty—that, therefore, 
the King could no longer permit his reſidence in Great Britain, 
and that he ſhould retire from his Kingdom, with his ſuite,

The Spaniards long maintained 
their ground, but were at laſt forced to yield to the bravery cf 
the Republicars. T entered the Spaniſh camp, where I found 
all the tents ſtanding ; we took eight pieces of cannon with 
their caifſoons, and the whele of the baggage. —The Spaniſh 
regiment of Sargonte (Dragoons) which had charged our 
Gendarmes, is almaſt cut to pieces.“ - 
The Committee of Public Safety communicated to the Con- 
vention the ſubſtance cf a letter from the Commiſhoners at 
Marſeilles, dated Auguſt 29th, The letter ſtated that Tou- 
lon had declared for monarchy, and mounted the white cock- 
ade; that the Engliſh ſquadren had, for ſome days, bcen 
cruizing in fight of that port, that a frigate belonging to it, 
and bearing a flag of truce, appeared before Matſeilles, but 
nct within gun-got of the town; that ſhe delivered a procla- 
mation from Admiral Hood, containing propoſals for reſtoring 
monarchy, and with it peace in France, —T hat a proclama. 
tion to the ſame effect was ſent to Toulon, but with this dif- 
ference, that the Engliſh frigate, which car:1ed it, was admitted 
into port. that Admiral Hzod, in his proclamation, offered to 
ſupply the inhabitants of Toulon with proviſions, money, and 
military ſores, provided they would declare for a kingly go- 
vernment; and in caſe his bn were accepted, to require that 
the French ſquadron in the harbour ſhould be diſarmed, the 
batteries towards the ſea diſmounted, and the forts entruſted 
to the Evgliſh, to be garriſoned by them. 5 
A letter from the Commiſfioners cf the Convention at 
Nancy certified, that 140, ooo men were on the march to Wei- 
ſembourg, the lines of which had been attacked without ſuc- 
ceſs fix days ſucreſſively.

The enemies evacuated itavith precipitation, when the ſcaling 
ladders were ready to be applied, and ſet fire to the French 
fleet in the harbour; nine ſhips of the line of which, accord- 
ing to the London Gazette, were burnt, and two taken away 
by the Engliſh. The city was repreſented as being all in 
flames, and exhibi:ing the moſt horrid ſpeCtacle.—A letter

country. You, Sire, whoſe reign is marked by a lengthened. 


chain of misfortunes—if, in the midſt of theſe diſaſters, you 
have been a thouſand times in circumſtances which might 
have ſecured immortality to your name, and happineſs to 
your country, alas, all fruſtrated ! now ſeize, with more 
ſucceſs, thoſe which preſent themſelves this day, —Eface the 
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faults of your early years, and, if the want of experience has 
given this reproach to your youth, that we necded a Sovereign 
more active and determined, reply to this reproach, by 
evincing, under grey hairs, the courage and vigour deniel 
to your youth. Pardon me, Sire, that I here become your 
cenſor ; but who can be otherwiſe that boaſts his attachment

The general opinion 1s, that 
you have been indebted to Catherine for its ſecurity. Let 
the univerſe ſee that it was God alone, who deſtined. you to 
be a king, and eſtabliſhed your throne. Demonſtrate thar 
you will reign with glory, and faithful to your engagements, 


then too, when a greater force ſubmits every thing to its 


will, and menaces all with deſtruction, for you, to wear a 
crown as the fave of deſpots can have no charms. 

“% You, Sire, who are our monarch, and our father, — (for 
here you will be ftiled ſo by all, and in Siberia our hearts 
ſhall treaſure up thoſe titles ineffaceable) conduct us, if it 
muſt be ſo, into Siberia. Let us go, we are menaced into 


thoſe melancholy waſtes. There yet, our virtue and your 


own will cover with confuſion thoſe who conſpired our ruin.“ 
(Here the Deputies cried unanimouſly aivud!) “ Let us 
go into Siberia.” We are your children, and will follow 
you with the enthuſiaſm of grateful Jove; and the meaſure 
of your ſufferings ſhall be exceeded by our earneſt veneration.“

Billaud Yarcnnes then, in a ſpeech replete with inveCtive,- 
denounced' Roderſprerre, as conſpiring at the dictatorſhip, and* 
endcavouring to deſtroy many members of the Convention. 
, therefore,“ ſaid he, proclaim the tyranny of Roberſpierre. 
Loud ad repeated burſts of applauſe reſounded from all parts 
of the hall. — Roberſpierre attempted to ſpeak ; but after 
different efforts, found himſelf obliged to deſiſt, in conſequence” 
of the moſt vociterous exclamations from every quarter, of 
« Down with the Tyrant! Down with the Tyrant!“ 
Tallien, ina ſpeech of conſiderable length, and tc the ſame 
purport, followed Br/laud Yarennes. The fitting was then 
declared permanent, and the arreſt of Roberſpierre, the elder, 
Roberſprerre, the younger, Saint Juſt, Couthon, and Le Bas, 
all deputies, was immediately decreed. A decree of arreſt 
was alſo paſſed againſt Herriot, commandant of the armed 
force at Paris, and others of the creatures of Roberſpierre. 
Roberſprerre being ſent priſoner to rhe Luxembourg, was, 
by the adminiſtrator of Police there, conducted to the com- 
mune, where the municipal officers received him, and faid* 
they would protect him. A decree of outlawry was then 
paſſed againſt them. i 
Leonard Bourdon having ſhortly after aſcended the tri- 
bune, informed the Conventiou of Roberſpierre's being 
{cized in the hall of the commune, by a gens d'arme, then at 
his ſide; Roberſpierre had been armed with a knife, which 
the gens d'arme immediately wreſted from him. So great 
was the abhorrence of the Convention to the tyrant, that 
they would not ſuffer him or his accompliccs to appear at the 
bar, but, agreeably to their decrce of outlawry, immediately

with twenty others, he fell a victim to his own cruelty and 
ambition, | 

The younger Roberſpierre, Couthon, Saint Fuft and I- 

Bas, were among the number of the executed.

Mr. Munro, Miniſter Plenipotentiary from the 
United States of America, ſent to the Prefident of the Na- 
tional Convention, upon his arrival, the following letter: 

Citizen Preſident, | 

% Having ſeveral days arrived with a commiſſion from the 
Preſident of the United States of America, to repreſent thoſe 
ſtates in quality of Miniſter Plenipotentiary at the capital of 
the French Republic, I have thought it my duty to make 
my miſſion known, as carly as poſſible, to the national repre- 
ſentatives. It belongs to them to determine the day, and to 
point out the mode in which I am to be acknowledged the 
repreſentative of their ally and fiſter republic. I make this 
communication with the greater pleaſure, becauſe it affords 
me an opportunity, not only to certify to the repreſentatives 
of the free citizens of France my perſonal attachment to 
the cauſe of liberty, but to aſſure them, at the ſame time, in 
the moſt pofitwe way, that the government and people of 
America take the higheſt intereſt in the liberty, ſucceſs, and 
proſperizy of the French Republic.” — This letter is given at 
length, in order to ſhew that the Americans, at tliis time, 
thought the government of France fully competent to main- 
tain all the accuſtomed relations of peace and amity.

tree. Already, in conſequence of the Committee of Sub- 
fiſtence, as to the beſt way of ſupplying grain for the fabri - 
cation of ſtarch, we had found 1 Lax the horſe cheſnut, freed 
from its acrid parts, would anſwer every commercial pur- 
poſe. We preſent to you a box fall of this article, of. the 
very fineft quality, made entirely of this material, We then 
puſhed our experiments farther. We burned the horſe cheſ- 
nut according to the proceſs pointed out in the memorial — 
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nexed, and the reſult has been, that twelve ounces and a half 
of cinders have given us nine ounces of fixed alkali, or pot-afh, 
of the fineſt quality. The neat produce has been about 
three quarts ; thus, this fruit, hitherto regarded as the moſt 
uſeleſs, is found to be one of the richeſt productions of our 
ſil.

Obſcure men, ſent to deviſe laws, 
have, during a dictature of three years, diſplayed an energy, a 
greatneſs, and a ferocity which no longer ailow us to envy 
either the virtues of ancient Rome, or the wild atr cities of 
the firſt Cæſars. Pliyſicians, lawyers, and attorney's clerks, 
become ſuddenly pre found legiſlators, and warriors full of bold- 
neſs. They have overturncd all Europe, and changed its 
ſyſtem. | | 

„With a daring hand they have ſigned the death warrant of 
the ſucceſſor of an hundred kings, and in one day broken the 
ſceptre for which an exiſtence of fourtecn centuries had pro- 
cured a religious and fanatical veneration. On that day they 
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threw down the gauntlet before aſtoniſhed Europe, and 
William the Conqueror, when he burnt his flect, did not 
place himſclf with more audaciouſneſs between victory and 
death.

We cannot account for ſome extraordinary movements which 


are now taking place : but it 1s certain that this metropohs 
2fſlumes the appearance of a depot of arms.

The River Gully ran higher than ever was known, 
and meeting with a flowing and ſpring tide, the water, after 
breaking down two bridges, flowed over the town, and was 
in many ſtreets and houſes five feet high. The inhabitants 
eſcaped to other parts of the town, ſome wading through the 
water, ſome ſwimming, and others on horſeback, the horſes 
too being obliged to ſwim. 

This brcke up all the roads in the country, and did much 
damage to ſeveral plantations. Some, for miles together, 
were under water; the negroes houſes, and other ſmall ones, 
were entirely covered, and rendered uninhabitable.

Affairs, as well as to form the plan of a Conſtitution for al 


the Republic, to be ſubmitted to the approbation or refuſz| 
of the Batavian nation, ſhould be convoked aud put in actt- 
vityy that this important work, of ſo great an intereſt for 
our country, has been conducted actually, under the divine 
benediction, by the choice of the citizens having the right 
of ſuffrage in all the Republic, to the point that the members 
who will compoſe this General National Aſſembly, and who 
will repreſent together all the Batavian People, have been 
effectively elected or will be elected, are ready to begin 
their labours; in conſequence- whereof, We intreat and 
charge the elected members, foraſmnch as they are not yet 
arrived here, at the Hague, to repair there immediately, in 


order to aſſemble on Tueſday the xt of March next, at the

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place deſtined, by eleven v'clock in the forenoon, that they 
may be enabled, by a commiiſion to be named by us, con- 
formably to the act paſſed, to open their Aſſembly : that thus 
on the point of terminating our proceedings, at the moment 


when this Aſſembly ſhall be conſtituted, we have thought it 


our duty ſolemnly to inform, by our preſent proclamation, 
our fellow-citizens thereof, and to teſtify, in the firſt place, 
our gratitude to the Supreme Being that in the midit of all 
the difficulties which have weighed down this Republic ſince 
the Revolution of the month of January, 179, ard which 
have menaced even the total loſs of its liberty and cf its inde- 


pendence, we behold at laſt the defired iſſue of our continual 


cares, that our political hberty and independence have been 


confirmed, and that alſo the nation will ſee itſelf perfectly 


and really repreſented by an Aſſembly elected by herſelf, and 
which will be in effect honoured with her confidence; a cir— 
cumſtance which never yet happened to our anceſtors; for 
which reaſon we may with good cauſe expect from it ſuch 
a plan of a conſtitution, under the approbation of the whole 


people, as may be proper to regulate and eſtabliſh its happi- 


neſs on a ſtable footing, and may alſo aſſure ourſeives firmly 
that this Aſſembly will employ the power and authority 
which have been truſted to it, in ſuch a manner as may be

M. de Clairfait, as j alous of his 
authority as of his glory, which he appears determined to pre- 
ferve, is not willing to be dependent oh the Council of War, 
a circumſtanee ſo often prejudicial to the cel crit; of opera- 
tions. This difference has influenced the judgment the 
Council have given of the plan preſented by the Marital for 
the campaign; it has been diſapproved of, as have alſo the 
laſt part of his ej;crations. The Council have reproached him 
with not having ſufficiently ſuſtained the. corps of the Privce 
of NMurtemberg, winch remained on the righe bank of the 
Rhine; with not having enabled him to repulſe Genera!s

Madame de la Fayetit, after eighteen 
months of the moſt cruel impriſonment in Paris; after having, 
by a miracle, eſc aped the ſcaffold upon which all her family 
were immolated, ihe traverics the ſea to Hamburgh, arrives 
at Vienna, is favourably received by the Emperor, flies by: 
his ſanction to Olmutz, and fnds herſelf plunged to the 
bottom of a dungeon |! 

“ Surely this muſt be without the kno owledge of the Em- 
peror: but this act of barbarity is committed under the name 
of a prince with the warm affe&rns of youth, and who en- 
joys the character of humanity !”

« How diſmal then, is the defliny of Sovereigns !—they arg 
always deceived! The great talents and genius, even of the

Lou have precipitated yourſelves like a torrent from the 
heights of the er you have rcutcd and diſperſed all 
who have oppoſed your progreſs. Picdmont, delivered from 
Auftrian tyranny, diſplays its natural ſentiments of peace and 
friendſhip for France. Milan is ours, and the Republican 
flag flies over all Lombardy, The Dukes of Parma and 
Modena owe their political exiſtence to your generoſity. The 
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army ,which with ſo much pride threatened you, has no barrier 
of protection againſt your courage; the Po, the Teſſin, the 
Adda, have been unable to ſtop you a ſingle day; thoſe 
boaſted bulwarks of Ttaly have been inſufficient to delay your 
progreſs; you have ſurmounted them as rapidly as you paſſed 
the Ns. Sa much ſucceſs has carried you to the bo- 
ſam of your country , your repreſentatives have ordained a 
fete, dedicated to your victories, which will be celebrated in 
all the communes of the republic. Your fathers, your mo— 
thers, your wives, your ſiſters, your lovers, will enjoy your 
ſucceſs, and boaſt, with pride, that they belong to you; yes, 
ſoldiers, you have done much; but does there remain no— 
thing more to be done? Though we have known how to 
vanquiſh, we have not known how to profit of our victories, 
Poſterity will reproach us with having terminated our courſe 
in Lombardy ; but already I ſee you run to arms; a flothful 
repoſe fatigues you, Let us depart! we have yet forced 
marches to make, enemies to ſubdue, laurels to gather, inju- 
Ties to revenge. Let thoſe tremble who have whettcd the 
poignards of civil war in France, who have baſely aſſaſſinated 
our miniſters, and burned our ſhips at Toulon; the hour of 
vengeance and retribution are now at hand, But let the 
people remain tranquil; we are friends to all the people, and 
more particularly the deſcendants of Brutus, of Scipio, and the 
great men whom we have taken for our models, Re-eſtablith 
the Capitol, and place there with hencur the ſtatues of the 
heroes that rendered it celebrated; awak:n the Roman peo- 
pie, debaſed by many centuries of ſlavery; ſuch will be the 
fruit of your victories; they will form an epoch for 8 ; 
you will have the immortal glory of changing the face of the 
firſt country in Europe. The free French people, reſpected 
by the whole world, will give to Europe a glorious peace, 
which will indemnity them for the ſacrifices they have made 
during fix vears; you will then return to vour homes, and 
your fellow-citizens will ſay, ſhewing you, this man was of

„invite the learncd to aſſemble, and to propoſe to me 
their views, their means, or the athſtance thev may want, to 
give new life and exiſtence to the ſciences and fine ar's, All 
thoſe who may be deſirous cf going io France, wall be re- 
ceived with diſtinction by the government.

that as ſuch a diſpoſition, very far from being contrary ro 
the conſtitution, is even conſtitutional. His Serene Highneſs 
fatters himſelf that his Imperial Majeſty will give it his ap- 
probat ion. | ; 

A letter of this date from Bruonnparte, Commander in 
Chief of the French army of Italy, to the Executive Direc - 
tory, announced a moſt brilliant victory obtained at Caſtig- 
lione by his troops. The battle laſted five days ſucceſſively, 
and he flated the loſs of the Auſtrians under General Murm- 


Per to amount, during the interval, to 70 field pieces, all his 


caiſſons, between 12 and 15, œ men made priſoners, and 
6,000 killed and wounded. | 
In the detail of this victory by Buoanparte, he mentioned 
a circumſtance which demonſtrated wonderful preſence of 
mind on his part, and daſtardly conduct on that of his enemy: 
Four thouſand men, he aſſerted, had inveſted the town of 
Lonado, in which there were only 1,200 French troops, 
Immediately on his arrival at that place, the Auſtrian com- 
mander ſent a meſſenger to demand the ſurrender of the town. 
Buoanparte's anſwer to the ſummons was, that if the Auſtrian 
General had the effrontery to take the Commander in Chief 
of the army of Italy, he had only to advance; that he ought 
to know, that the republican army was at that place, and 
that all the general offlcers belonging to the divition thould 
be reſpenßble for-the perſonal infult he had been guilty of 
towards him, and that if his diviſion did not, in the ſpace of 
eight minutes, lay down their arms, he would not fhew mere 
to one of them. This anſwer produced the defired effect, 
and the whoic column ſurrendered, 
This 
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This fplendid victory gave riſe to the following energetic 
addreſs of Bxoanparte to his ſoldiers ; —— | 
« SOLDIERS, 

You have conquered Italy a ſecond time ! In five days 
yon have gained two pitched battles and five inferior actions; 
you have taken 15,000 priſoners, three generals, eighty pieces 
of cannon, two hundred waggons, and fix ſtand of colours, 
Thoſe fierce Hungarians, triumphant laſt year on the Rhine, 
are now in your chains, or fly before you. You have cruſhed 
in an inſtant the principal enemy of the republic. So many 
high exploits ought not to make you proud, but to inſpire you 
with confidence; they ought to teach you never to count your 
enemies, however numerous they may be. The conquerors 
of Lodi, of Lonado, of Caftiglione, ought to attack and de- 
ſtroy them; you renew the boaſted examples ef Marathon 
and Platea; like the brave Greek phalanxes, the brigades of 
the army of Italy ſhall be immortal. Receive then, ſoldiers, 
the mark of the ſatisfaction of your General; it only pre- 
cedes that of the whole country, and of riſing poſterity. 
Brave ſoldiers, be always impetuous in combats,. and vigilant 
on your poſts. Death ſhrinks trembling from the agile and 
reſolutely brave; how often have you marched to meet it? 
how often have you ſeen it fly before you, and enter the 


| hoſtile ranks ? It often overtakes the daſtard, but never ſtrikes 


the brave until ſhe is come.“ |

17.] The French army of the Sambre and Meuſe paſſed 
the river Mein, under the command of General Fourdan. 
The Executive Directory of France announced to the 

Legiſlative B:dy that another engagement had taken place 
between General Moreau and the Archduke Charles, near 
Ettingen, on the gth inſtant, in which the latter was defeated 
with the loſs of a great number ef men killed and wounded, 
and betwcen 1,500 and 1,600 made priſoners. The French, 
in conſequence of this victory, gained poſſeſſion of Ettingen, 
Dourlach, and Carlfruhe. 

18.] The following letter of protection was granted by 
ee Fourdan to the Chamber of the empire at Wetz- 
aer:

The Executi:e Directory of France publithed the follows 
ing proclamation to the army of the interior.

The Executive Dircfrory deſiring to beſtov on General 
Hochi a mark of their approvation of his ſervices in the Ven- 
dean and Chouan war, preſented to him, in the name ct 
the republic, two of the fineſt horſes in the repoſitories of the 
war department, completely capariſoned; A brace of horſe 
Piſtols, fabricated at the national manufatory of Verſaillce, 
were alſo offered for his acceptance. 

A letter of this date from General Moreau, Commander 
in Chief of the army. of the Rhine and Motclle to the Execu- 
tive Directory, announced that a ſuſpenſion of arms had been 
agreed upon between his troops and thoſe of the Duke of 
Vi irtemberg, vn the 17th. General Moreau, in his letter,

The Queen of Portugal publifhed at Trihon a manifego or 
declaration againtt the republic of the United States of the

General Jordan, Commander in Chief of the army of the 
Sambre and Meuſe, laid a contribution of 6, ,0C0,900 livres 
in money, and of two in kind, on the city of Frankfort.

A dreadfu! battle was fought between the armies of the 
Archduke Charles and General Jorrdan, which laſted 17 
hours, at the end of which, through excctlive fatigue, both 
armies became inactive on the field.

1 1 was received that the liberty of trade be- 
tween Portugal and Holland, which had been ſome time be- 
fore ſuſpended, was again re-eſtabliſhed, by the mutual 
agreement of the reſpe*tive governments of theſe countries. 

Intelligence was alſo received that ſome trading veſſels

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at between 6 and 7000 priſoners, 25 pieces of cannon, 50 
military waggons, and ſeven ſtandards. The fall of Roveredo 
on the 4th inſtant, was the immediate conſequence of the 
victory, and on the following day General Maſſena entered 
the city of Trent. N | 

7.] The French army of the Rhine and Moſelle, under 
General Moreau, defeated the Auſtrians at Mainbourg and 
Schwaig, and obiiged them to fly from Meſbourg. 

8.] General Wyurm/er, Commander in Chief of the Auſ- 
trian army of Italy, made a grand attempt to cut off the 
French under General Buonaparte, but was completely de- 
 feated at all points, and narrowly eſcaped by flight. 

The cicy of Frankfort was re-taken by a diviſion of the 
Auſtrian army, after the French had been in poſſeſſion of it 
for the ſpace of 54 days, and a party of General jJ92urdan's 
army was defcated at Aſcaffenberg, with the loſs of near 1000 
men. 


TRE FINE ARTS. 


9.] The following letter, written by the celebrated archi- 
tect Louis, on the propoſed removal of the monuments of 
the fine arts from Italy by the French, and on their deſign of 
rendering Paris the centre of elegance, and the great ſchool of 
artiſts, appeared in the Pariſian prints. In his obſervations 
on the ſubject, both the man of taſte and the profound politi- 
clan are equally diſplayed. | 

« My retirement at my country feat, my dear friend, has 
not impaired my paſſion for the arts —They always conſti- 
tuted my principal enjoyment, and I have to long conſidered 
them as effentially connected with the public felicity, that J 
take a particular intercſt in whatever relates to them. I could 
then hear with ſome degree of alarm, that a plan had been 
formed to deſpoil the fine collections of Italy and Rome, in 
order to increaſe thoſe of Paris. I am convinced that ſuch a 
meaſure will be attended with infinite miſchief, with ut pro- 
ducing any real adyantage to the country. This removal 
will deſtroy the moſt valuable collection, and will extinguiſh 
that laudable zeal which induced us to viſit Italy, where fo 
much advantage was always to be derived from the contem- 
plation of objects, which do not admit of being removed. 
This removal will alienate from us a people who are natu- 
rally hoſpitable to all the nations of Europe; and who knows 
whether the French may in future be able to encounter that 


ſentiment of public indignation which their conduct in de- 
ſpoiling 
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ſpailing Rome cannot fail to excite, to cheriſh, and to perpe< 
tuate againſt them. Judge then what muii be the alarm 
which is now felt by the calluhinaed friends of the arts, in 
conſequence of the danger of removing and conveying for a 
conſiderable diſtance, thoſe beautiful Ratues, alrcady muti- 
lated, and which an enthuſhaſtic reſpeét would not allow 19 
to be repaired, left in the proceſs thev might, in the flight eſt 
degree, be liable to be Rill farther defaced If the ancient 
Romans removed to their own capiral the momuments of 
Grecce, it was becauſe they anticipate d the annihilation of 
the arts in a country winch they almvoit depopulated, and 
alſo! ccau ſe thev had not ſo much a taſte for the arts, as an 
ambirion to engrof their troph es, Ought this haughty and 
even ferocious nation to be in every reſpect a model for imi- 
tation 2 

„% have ſtated to vou, my fricnd; thar France will de- 
rive no advantage from deſpoiling the monuments of the arts 
in Italy; but what, perhaps, may aſtoniſh you, T will 20 
further, and even alert that theſe fact ilcgious cepredations 
will not tend to acccleratc Fon Prog refs of our artilts, I will 
now ſtate the grounds for this opinion; at the tiine of Mi. 
chat Angels, Raphact }, and Titan, che 1 Italians had not dug 
from the earth a fourth part of thoſe aningues with which 
their cities are now adorned. The moſt beautiful paintings 
which we conſider. as models are the productions of thoſe 


celebrated artiſts and their firit pupiF. Since their time the 


art has alwa s been on the decline; it is not then merely to 
the circumſtance of potſefiine models of _ that we are 1n- 
debted for the great modern maſters. Would you know, 
my friend, what chie fiy contributes to the proſperity of the 
arts. Independent ly of great models, it is the patronage of 
ſuch men as the M-d:c7s, Julius II. Leo X. Loms XIV.; it 
is the patronage of a Gelber, capable, amidſt a crowd of 
ilkterate pretenders and intriguers, to diſcern men lr 
too modeſt, Who poſſoſs abilities equal to great productions; 
it is neceſlary that the Directors of the arts ſhould be ac- 
uainted with the proper means in order to bring forward 
and multiply diſtinguiſhed talents, It 1s not by profuſe cx- 
pence that this object 1 to be abrained ; it 18 by dextrous 
management, and by ſupcrior diſcernment. But to return 
to the ſubjecr of my letter, let us love the arts for the ſake 
of the arts themſelves; let us regard with due reſpect the 
capital productions, and carefully proteet them from | injury; 
and, above all, let us leave them where they are, when they 
are wel diſplayed and arranged with taſte and order.

The National Aſſembly of the Batavian republic publiſhed 
a proclamation againſt the importation of Britiſh goods into 
any Dutch port. This was a counter-proclamation to that 
iſſued by his Britannic Majeſty on the zd inſtant, by which 
the free navigation of Great Britain to the United Pro-

and Meuſe at Altenkirchen. and, after a ſevere engagement, 
defeated it. In this battle, the French General Marceau was 


killed, and his funeral obſequies were celebrated by both 


armies. 
The following is the account of the death of this General 


in the Paris papers, and is highly honourable to the conduct 
of the Auſtrians on that occaſion : 


General Marceau was wounded at Altenkirchen on the 34 


complementary day, and expired on the day following. 

The republic has loſt one of its ableſt generals in this of- 
cer, and one of its moſt zealous defenders. He wes not only 
beloved by his ſoldiers, but even eſtecmed by the enemy, ſuch 
an eſteem will always be commanded by ſuperior abilities and 
talents of the firſt claſs. | 

He was ſcarcely 27 years of age; and ſeveral battles in La 
Vendee, and two inſtructive campaigns upon the Rhine, had 
aſſigned him a rank of eminence, among our Captains, who 
had diſtinguiſhed themſelves in the preſent war. | 

In the laſt expedition of the army of the Sambre and Meuſe 
beyond the Rhine, the covering of Hunſdruck and the block- 
ade of Mentz were aſſigned to him. This important talk he 


completed with ſucceſs, having held this numerous garriſon 


conſtantly in check, with a corps by no mcans ſuperior to 


It. | 
When the army of the Sambre and Meuſe fell back upon 
the Lahn, he effected his retreat to Limburg, where he ſuf- 
tained two attacks, victory never departing from the corps 
under his orders. 

When he was ordered to ſtop the enemy during the retreat 
to the Sieg, while our columns got clear of the defiles of Al- 
tenkirchen, he received a mortal wound. 

Some of our chaſſcurs were engaged in a wood in firing 
upon ſome Auſtrian huſſars—when Marceau arrived there 
to reconnoitre the ground, accompanied by an officer and 
ſome artillery, a Tyrolian chaſſeur concealed behind a tree, 
recognized his rank by the marks of diſtinction upon his 


habit, and diſcharged a carabine at him, the contents of which. 


paſſed through his body.— The Gencra: retiring a few paces, 
deſcended 
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deſcended from his horſe.—He was taken to Altenkirchen, 
and was carried through the columns by the grenadiers. 
The moſt lively ſentiments of ſorrow ran through the ranks. 
— FJourdan and a number of officers crouded to ſce him; every 
one ſhed tears, and Marceau alone preſcrved his firmneſs 
unſhaken, even in the jaws of death. ö 


They withed to carry the General on the other fide of the. 


Rhine, but it was judged that he would not be able to bear 
the removal, and it was his own requeſt to remain at Alten- 
kirchen; he was lodged at the houſe of the Pruſſian Com- 
mandant of this ſmall town, with a ſurgeon and ſome officers. 

On the following day, Alterkirchen was occupicd by the 
encmy's advanced guard; and as ſoon as the Auſtrian general 
Hoddick was informed of the circumſtance, he ſent the 
wounded French General a guard of ſafety, which was ac- 
companied by General Kray. 

This ancient warrior could not refrain from ſhedding tears; 
he had been oppcſed to Marceau for two years paſt, and in 
the midſt of conflict theſe two generous minds only waited 
for the return of peace to manifeſt their ſentiments, * 

Some hopes of ſaving Marceau were fiill retained, and 
Prince Charles's principal furg:on exerted himſelf to the 
utmoſt, in vain; in the morning of the fourth complementary 
_ day, the ſympioms became more dangerous, the General was 
ſciſed with a heavineſs in his head, and expired about fix 
o'ol-cl, - | 

he Auſtrian regiments of Barco and Blankenſtein, who 
had known him upon the feld of battle, and admired his 
valgur at the head of our ſquadrons, diſputed the honour of 
paying him the laſt offices; but in this they were prevented, 
as the French officers attending him had prevailed upon 
Prince Char/es to ſuffer his remains to be delivered to his 
brethren in arms. The Prince, at the fame time, gave or- 
ders, thai the Auſtrians might be apprized of the moment 
of his interment, for the purpoſe of joining with the French

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« Thus, after having lived at the enemy's expence during 
the whole active campaign; after having detached from the 
coalition almoſt the whole of the Princes of the Empire; after 
having favoured, by a powerful diverſion, the invaſion of 
Italy, it remains maſter of the Briſgau, of all the bridges of 
the Rhine, and of all the paſſages and defiles that lay open 
the enemy's country. This memorable tetreat will be ranged 
by poſterity among the fineſt military operations ever exe- 
cuted in any country ; it loads with glory the army of the 
Rhine and Moſelle, and its modeſt General. The enemy 
himtelf, in conſequence of his hazardous movements, finds 
| himſelf fo diſperſed as ſtill to permit us to hope for freſh and

15.] In the fitting of the Council of Ancients on the ſame 
day, Lein Ladcbat made a report on the meſſage of the 
DireCt-ry relative to the ſtate af the finances at the end of the 
fourth year of the Republic. 

This report ſtat:s, that there was in the National Treaſury, 
at the moment when the Conſtitution aſſumed a ſtate of acti- 
vity, 22,533,000 livres of real value, which would be found 
at the end of the fourth year, when added to the ſubſerip- 
tions of Batavia 63,000,000. The ſale of the National effects 
and the arrcars of contributions due, would furniſh the ex- 
travrdinary expences, and there were the certain means of 
making the public funds in the fifth year of the Republic 
amount to the ſum of 1150 Millions! The expences of the 
War, he ftated, were reduced almoſt” to a motety, without 
diminiſhing the numbers of their brethren in arms, or dimi- 
niſh ing the pay of troops. Ht concluded, by faying, that if 

the Republic was obliged to continue the war, that they could 
do it with advantage th themſelves, 

21.] The Auſtrians attempted to carry by aſſault the Tete 
du-Pont of Neuwied, but were repulſed (according to the ac- 
count of General Bournonville) with the loſs of 4000 men, 

22.] The French re- poſſeſſed themſelves of the Iſland of 
Corſica, which had been haſtily evacuated by the Engliſh 
Viceroy, Sir Gilbert Elliot.

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His Lordſhip was met by an immenſe concourſe of people at a 
league diſtance from the capital, who were (ſuch was the 
general deſire of peace) with difficulty reſtrained from taking 
his horſes from the carriage, for the purpoſe cf drawing hin! 
into the city. | 

23.] The Archduke Char/es, at the head, of the Auftrian 
grand army, attacked the French army of the Rhine and 
Moſelle, ſtrongly poſted on the heights near Fribourg, and 
commanded by General Moreau, when, after a deſperatc 
conteſt of three days, he compeiled the French to rctreat 
acroſs the Rhine at Huninguen. 

24. | The Council of Ancients received a meſſage from the 
Directory, announcing that the Viceroy Sir Gilbert £/1zott, 
had evacuated Corſica, after having embarked all the troops 
of that iſland. In a letter read in the Council of Five Hun- 
dred, a note was read, mentioning “ that Corſica was at lait 
delivered from the Englith, who were forced to evacuate the 
Hand; that the energy of the republicans had removed all 
obſtacles, and had given ſpirit and freedom to the Corſicans;

27.] The French army of the Sambre and Meuſe re- 
captured Kayſerſlautern and Bingen, and forced the Auſtri- 
ans to retire behind the Nahe. | 5 

28. ] Lord Malmßſbury delivered a Memorial to the Execu- 
tive government of France, for the purpoſe of opening a ne- 
gociation for a general peace. 

Nowember 2.] The Auſtrian General Hetze, after having 
ravaged Alſace as far as the gates of Straſbourg, was at 
length compelled to fall back on the Rhine, upon which the 
republican troops again took poſſeſſion of Worms and Spires.

The London Gazette contained the copy of a letter 
from Vice Admiral Kizg/r1l/, Commander in Chief & his 
Majeſty's ſhips and veſicls at Cork, announcing the capture

The French ſquadron under Admiral R7ichery, after hav- 
ing captured and deſtroyed a number of merchantmen on the 
coaſt of Newfoundland, &c. eluded the vigilance of the Bri- 
tiſh fleet, and arri cd ſafe at Rochforc. | 

6.] Lord Camden, Viceroy of Ireland, iſſued a proclama- 
tion, ſigned by twenty-three Privy Counſellors, againſt ille- 
gal and treaſonable aflociations, in ſeveral parts of the coun- 
ties of Antrim, Down, Tyrone, Londonderry, and Armagh, 
to ſubvert the et2blithed government of that Kingdom. 

A treaty of p ace was concluded between the French re- 
public and the infant Duke of Parma. It was executed under 
the mediation of the King of Spain. 

7. ] The Auſtrian army in Italy, commanded by Generals 
Alvinzy and Davidovich, having received great reinforce- 
men's, the latter cxpelled the French from Trent and tbe 
Tyrcleſc: while General Alvinzy advanced on the Brenta; 
he was there attacked with the utmoſt fury by the republi- 
cans, commanded by Buoanparte; night alone terminated the 
battle, during which the French fell back on Verona. 

12. The London Gazette contained an order of Council 
for granting general repriſals againſt the ſhips, goods, and 
ſubjects of the King of © pain. 

13.] The London Gazette Extraordinary contained diſ- 
patches from Captain Arfruther and Robert Graufurd. Eſqrs. 
giving a full and fair acccunt of the circuniſtances attending 
the retreat cf General Moreau to the Rhine. To this opi- 
nion one may be led from obſerving that it ſteered a middle 
courſe between he exaggeration of the German Journals, and

Or. the 2d of the following month, the corpfe of Peter III. 
was brought from Nefſky Monaſtery to the Imperial Palace, 


in a proc:ihon the mu ſt g and, awful, and ſolemn. The 
train occupied the h lc extent between theſe two places, a 
fpace of upwards of bree miles. The preſ-nt Emperor, as 
well as Empreſe, the two Grard Dukes and Dutchefſer, wirn 
many ycu g ladies, nohility, gentry, &c. accompanied the 
proccfhon, which I-ted from day-break till paſt two in the 
afternoon, On the fift of the ſame month, the funeral cere- 
mony of the remains of Peter III. and the late Catharine II. 
took place. It was equally grand and numerous with the 
former.

18.] The Diet of Ratiſhon preſen ed the following addreſs 


to the Empe or, corgratulating him on the expulſion of the 


French from Germany : 

The Diet r-Joice with every good German, in ſeeing ſo 
great a part f the Empire delivered from he enemy, by the 
rapid and multiplied victories of the Auſtrian armies ; and in 
being themſelves freed from that imminent danger with which 
the approach of the French army threatened the place of 
their fitting, They haſten in the firſt meeting after the va- 
cation, to teſtify decidedly the liv-:ly intereſt which they take 
in the happy everts and enterpriſes executed with ſuch brit- 
Hant ſucceſs, under the ſkilful direction cf his Royal Highneſs 
the Archduke Charles, a Prince already rendered illuſtrious 
by his heroic valour and his enlarged views, as well as by the 
eminent ſervices which he has performed to the German 
nation.

19.] A letter from Seneral Bzoanparte to the Executive 
Directory, announced a ſplendid victory obtained by the 
army under his c-mmand over the Auſtrians, command ed by 
Field Marſhal A/vinty: 

The reſult of this vio-dy conflict, which was fo ght for 
eight ſucceſſive dass, was the lots on the part of the Auſtri— 
ans of twelve th uſand men in killed, wounded, and prito- 
ners, four flags, and eighteen guns. 

20, ] General ÞBu2anparie defeated the Auſtrian Comman- 
der Davidevich, at Rivoli, and made his rear guard priſo-

22.] General Moreau, in a letter to the Executive Direc- 
tory, announced that a ſortie was made by the garriſon of 
Kehl, on the Upper Rhine. In this fally, the Auſtrians 
gave way, in conſequence of which he captured ten pieces 
of cannon, and ſpiked the reſt, which were found in the in- 
trenchments of the Imperialiſts.

7.] An armiſtice took place on the Lower Rhine, and the 
Generals of both armies have agreed to the following articles, 
ſubject to a future ratification : 

I. The troops of the reſpective armies ſhall go into canton« 
ments for the winter, the French behind the Wupper, and 
the Auſtrians behind the Sieg. 

II. The poſitions occupied by the two armies reſpectively, 
at the moment the armiſtice takes place, ſhail be re- occupied 
on the renewal of hoſtilitics, Till that period the poſitions 
mall be guarded by poſts not exceeding 25 men. 

III. The Tete-du- Pont at Neuwied ſhall be diſarmed, and 
the French ſhall leave a guard of 25 men. 

The Convention was ſigned by Generals Kray and Rebe, 
and the troops, in conſequence, went into winter quarters.

« His Majeſty is concerned to acquaint the Houſe of 
Lords, that his endeevours to preſerve peace with Spain, and 
to adjuſt all matters in diſcuſſion with that Court by an ami- 
cable negociation, have been rendered ineffectual by an abrupt 
and unprovoked declaration of war on the part of the Ca- 
tholic King. | f | 

« His Majcſty, at the ſame time that he fincerely laments 
this addition to the calamities of war alrcady extending over 
fo great a part of Europe, has the ſatisfact ion to reflect, that 
nothing has been omitted on his part which could contribute 
to the mainterance of peace on grounds conſiſtent with the 
honour of bis Crown, and the intereſts of his dominions. 

And he trufts, that under the protecti n of Divine 
Providence, the firmneſs and wiſdom of his Parliament will 
enable him effectually to repel this unprovoked aggreſſion, 
and to afford to all Europe an additional proof of the ſpirit 
and reſources of the Britiſh nation.“ 

The following extract cf a letter of this date from Berlin 
will ſerve to ſhew the diſpoſition of the King of Pruſſia, and 
ſome of the northern powers cf Germany, towards the fur- 
ther proſecution of the war : 

« I haſten to acquaint you with the important news, that 
both the EleQor a: d the Dukes of Saxony have acceded to 
the Convention of the 5th of laſt Auguſt, between the King 
of Pruſſia and the French Republic, by which the neutrality 
of the North of Germany was ſtipulated, fo that now all 
Saxony is a neutral ſtate, and furniſhes no farther, either 
money or troops, to the Imperial armics. This is, no doubt, 
a very n circumſtance for the Emperor, as it not oniy 
deprives him of the affiſtance of the Elector and Dukes of 
Saxony in this arduous war, but alſo encreaſes the political 
weight of Pruſſia.— The preliminary Convention was ſigned 
in this capital, on the gth inſtant, by Baron Tu Wwz, 
Pruſſian Miniſter of State, and Count Zinzendorg, Nniter 
of State to the Ele@ or of Saxony, aud is now ſent to Parts 
to be notified to the Directory.“

render another campaign unavoidable: and his Majeſty will 
not fail to take the firſt opportunity to communicate the re-

21.] Diſpatches were reccived from Sir Edward Pelle vu, 
at the Admiralty, containing the important intelligence, that 
the French flect,, canſiſting of forty ſail, including twelve

A letter from Peterſburg, of this date, gave the following 
account of the noble and generous conduct of the Emperor 
Paul I. of Ruſſia towards Kſciuſto. 

« The taking of Prague, is confidercd by the Emperor as 
2 maſſacre unworthy of a ci ilized na ion, and he has cauied 
all the marks of honour which his mother delivered to the 
authors of it, to be ſurrendered.

down by him, and entered into a converia:ton for near an 
hour on the affairs of P land, 

The Emperor aſked Kaſciuſto if he could aſſure him that 
Marthal [>natins Potockt would not be one of his enemies?

The following meſſage from his Majeſty was com- 
municated to both Houſes of Parliament, in conſequence of 
the abrupt diſmiſſal of Lord Ma!m/bury, appointed Miniftcr 
Plenipotentiary for negociating a peace with the French re- 

ublic. | | 

It is with the utmoſt concern that his Majeſty acquaints 
the Houſe of Commons, that his earneſt endeavours to effect 
the reſtoration of peace have been unhappily fruſtrated, and 


that the negociation in which he was engaged has been ab- 


ruptly broken off, by the peremptory refuſal of the French 
Government to treat—except upon a baſis evidently inad- 
mittible—and by their having in conſequence required his 
Majeſty's Plenipotentiary to quit Paris within forty-cight 
hours, | 

His Majeſty has directed the ſeveral Memorials and Papers 


Which have been exchanged in the courſe of the late diſcuſ- 


ſion, and the account tranſmitted to his Majeſty of its final 
reſult, to be laid before the Houſe. | 

& From theſe papers his Majeſty truſts it will be proved 
to the whole world, that his conduct has been guided by a 
ſincere deſnte to effect the reſtoration of Peace—on principles 


| ſuited to the relative ſituation of the belligerent powers—and 


eſſential for the permanent intereſts of his kingdoms, and the 
general ſccurity of Europe—whilſt his enemies have ad- 
vanced pretenſions at once inconſiſtent with thoſe objects, 
unſupported even on the grounds on which they werc pro- 
feſſed to reſt, and repugnant both to the ſyſtem eſtabliſhed by 
repeated Treatics, and to the principles and practice which 
have hitherto regulated the intercourſe of Independent Na- 
tions. 

« In this ſituation his Majeſty has the conſolation of re- 
flecting, that the continuance of the calamities of War can 
be imputed only to the unjuſt and exorbitant views of his 
enemies; and his Majeſty, looking forward, with anxiety, 
to the moment when they may be diſpoſed to act on different

principles, places, in the mean time, the fulleſt reſiance, 
under the protection of Providence, on the wiſdom and firm- 
neſs of his Parliament, on the tried valour of his forces by 
ſea and land, and on the zeal, public ſpirit, and reſources of 
his kingdom, for vigorous and effectual ſupport, in the pro- 
ſecution of a conteſt which it does not depend on his Majeſty 
to terminate, and which involves in it the ſecurity and per- 
manent intereſts of this country, and of Europe.“ 

27.] The Britiſh government iſſued a declaration againſt 
France, in conſequence of the abrupt diſmiſſal of Lord 
Malmſbury from Paris. Several other official papers relating 
to the miſſion of Lord Malmſbury for the purpoſe of nego- 
ciating a peace with the French Republic, were alſo pubſiſhed 
at this time under the ſanction and direction of the Britiſh 
government. 

The following confidential Memorial, delivered by Lord 
Malmſbury, on the principal objects of reſtitution, compen- 
ſation, and reciprocal arrangement, was the pretext of his 
diſmiſſal: 

The principle already cftabliſhed, as the baſis of the nego- 
ciation, by the conſent of the two Governments, 1s founded 
on reſtitution to be made by his Britannic Majeſty to France, 
in compenſation of the arrangements to which that power 
may conſent, in order to ſatisfy the juſt pretenſions of the 
22 of the King, and to preſcrve the political balance of 
zurops. 

Tits to accompliſh theſe objects, in the manner the 
moſt complete, and to offer a freſh proof of the ſincerity of 
his wiſhes for the re-eſtabliſhment of general tranquillity, his 
Majeſty would propoſe that there thould be given to this 
principle, on each fide, all the latitude of which it may be 
ſuſceptible. 

I. His Majeſty demands therefore, 

2. The reſtitution, to his Majeſty the Emperor and King, 
of all his dominions, on the footing the S/ ante Bellum. 

2, The re-eſtabliſhment of peace between the Germanic 
Empire and France, by a ſuitable arrangement, conformable 
to the reſpective intereſts, and to the general ſafety of Eu- 
rope. This arrangement to be negociated with his Imperial 
Majeſty, as conſtitutional head of the Empire, either by the 
intervention of the King, or immediately, as his Impertal 
Majcfty ſhall prefer. | | | 

The evacuation of Italy by the French troops, with an en- 
gagement not to interfere in the internal affairs of that coun» 
try; which thould be re-eſtabliſhed, as far as poſſible, upon 
the footing of the Status ante Belium. 1

In the courſe of the neg ciation, a more detailed diſcuſſion 
may be entercd into of the further meaſures which it way be 
proper to adopt, rcſpefting the o jects of theſe three articles, 
in order to the providing more effæctually for the future ſe. 
curity of the reſpective limits and poſſeſſions, and for the 
maintenance of general tranquillity. 

II. With regard to the other Allies of his Britannic Ma- 
jeſty, his Majeſty demands that there be reſerved to her 
Majeſty the Empreſs cf al! the Ruſſias, a full and unlimited 
power of taking part in this negociation, whenever the may 
think ft, or of acceding to ihe definitive treaty, and thereby 
returning to a fate of peace with France. 

III. His Majeſty alfo demands, that her moſt faithful Ma- 
jeſty may be comprehended in this negociation, and may re- 
turn to a ſtate of pcace with France, without any ceſſion or 
burthenſome condition on either fide. 

IV. On theſe conditions, his Majeſty offers to France the 
entire and unreſerved reſtitution cf all the conqueſts which 
he has made on hat power in the Eaſt and Weit Indies, pro- 
ofing at the ſame time that a mutual underſtanding ſhould 
be eſtabliſhed as to the means of ſecuring for the future the 
tranquillity of the two natiops, and cf conſolidating, as much 
as poſſible, the advantages of their reſpective poſſethons. IIis 
Majeſty offers, in like manner, the reſtitution of rhe Iſlands 


of St. Pierre and Miquelon, ard of the Fiſhery of Newfound- 


land, on the footing of the Status ante Bellum. 

But if in addition to this, his Majeſty were to wave the 
right given to him by the expreſs ſtipulations of the treaty of 
Utrecht, of oppoſing the ceſſion of the Spanith part of St. 
Domingo, to France, he would then demand, in return for 
this conceſſion, a compenſation, which might ſecure, at leaſt, 
in ſome degree, the maintenance of the balance of the re- 
ſpective poſſeſſions in that part of the world. | 

V. In all the cafes of ceſſions or reſitituijons, which may 
come in queſt ion in the courſe of this negociation, there ſhould 
be granted on each fide, to all individuals, the moſt unlimited 
right to withdraw with their families and their property, and 
to ſell their land and other immoveable poſſeſſions ; and ade- 
quate arrangements ſhould alfo be made, in the courſe of this 
negociation, for the removal of all ſequeſtrations, and for the 
ſatisfaction of their juſt claims, which individuals. on either 
fide may have to make upon the reſpective yoveraments, 

27.] The Executive Directory publiſhed the following 
note on the diſmiſſal of Lord Malmſhury. It is given at 
full length as being perfectly hiſtorical of the late fruiticts 
negociation, and deſcriptive of the true ſentiments of rhe 
French government on the ſubject of peace, 5 
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ce The numerous and brilliant ſucceſſes of the arms of the 
Republic have not ſhut the ears of the French to the voice 
of humanity, If they took up arms it was in their own 
defence; if they purſued their enemies beyond their own 
territory, it was for the purpoſe of forcing them to con- 
clude a peace. Peace has been the conftant object of their 
efforts and of their wiſhes, and it was already re-eſtabliſhed 
with moſt of the powers of the Coalition on a happy and 
ſolid foundation, when the Evglith Envoy was faſtidioufly 
announced, There were a thouſand grounds for diſtruſting 
the fincerity of this ſtep in the Engliſh Government. The 
perfidy of the means wluch it had employed againſt us; the 
troubles in the interior of France which it had excited; the 


falſe affizaats with which it had inundated the country; La 


Vendee inflamed and ſupported in a ſtate of inſurrection; 
the traitors which it had hired; in fine, the generally 
recognized character of 1ts envoy, for duplicity and intrigue, 
were all preſumptions of its bad faith. But eager to graſp 
at the hope of reſtoring peace to Europe, the directory chear- 
fully diſmiſſed every ſuſpicion  1t rejoiced to think that the 
almoſt incredible ſucceſſes of the army of, Italy, that the 
trophies of glory gained by the army of the Rhine and Moſelle 
in its memorable retreat, had at laſt opened the eyes of the 
Britiſh cabinet; it was forward in conſenting to diſpatch the 
paſſports demanded for the Engliſh Envoy. Irs decree for 
this purpoſe was dated on the gth of laſt Vendemiare (Oct 2.) 
Lord Malmſbury certainly did not feel the fame eagerneſs; 
he did not arrive in Paris till the 2d Brumaire following: 
(October 25.) His firit overtures ſeemed to indicate an in- 
tention of rendering the negociation almoſt interminable,”? 

„ Bis powers were indefinite; he might have adopted 
whatever form of negociation he thought proper; he might 
have begun it, therefore, with that frankneſs, and that good 
faith, which in the courſe of laſt year have enabled us to 
conclude ſo many treaties ; he might have withheld ever 
pretenſion which was inſulting to che Republic, or inadmif- 
ble by its conſtitution, its laws, its treatics, He might have 
propoſed and diſcuſſed, without loſs of time, fincere Propoßi- 
tions, which would have been combated with the fame 
frankneſs. His conduct was quite the reverſe, He had no 
powers from the allies of England; he found no perſon at 
Paris charged to ſtipulate for their intereſts, which placed 
him in a — to act only in virtue of that part of his 
powers which authorifed him to treat in the name of England. 
He affected a with to comprehend all the powers in the 
treaty, and declared in confequence that he thought it his

procraſtinations did not put a ſtop to the effukon of human 
blood; the directory lamented the delay; it teſtified its con. 

:Cern in the reply; nevertheleſs, as it was ſincerely deſirous 

of peace, it accepted every means that was propoſed to expe. 

dite its arrival. As to the principle of compenſation, it did 

not conteſt it. This principle was of the eſſence of the 
| negociations into which they were to enter; the difficultics 
aroſe only from the application of the principle; it called 
therefore for this application; it aſked of Lord Malmſbury 
what were the objects of reciprocal compenſation that he 
meant to propoſe.” . 

This ſtep was too rapid for his Lordihip's taſte ; he pre. 
tended. to believe that the directory diſputed his principle; 
his ſubſequent notes were more vague and complicated than 
his former; he affected to aſk by a note, whether the Memo- 
rials tranſmitted to him, contained an anſwer to thoſe which 
he had previouſly fuiniſhed ; in fine, by way of keeping up 
a climax in this temporizing tyſtem, Lord Malmfbury, though 
he was veſted with full powers, replied to every word that 
was ſaid to him, that he would refer it to his Court, and 
each time diſpatched a Courier. The indecency of this game 
could not laſt Jeng, The note of the 5th Frimaire (Nov. z th, ) 
in which the Miniſter for Foreign Affairs was charged to 
repeat the demand to Lord Malinſbury, made upon his own 
principle, to ſpecify without delay, and nominatively, the 
objects of reciprocal componſation lich he meant to pro- 

ie; this note made him feel thar it was at laſt neceſſary 
that he tho id explain himſcif; and he promiſed to do it. 
Neverthelcis, aud ſtill in ſpite cf his full powers, he dif- 
patched not only a Courier, but one of the Secretaries of his 
13 Twenty days more elapled and as if Lord 
Malmſbury was af:aid that any one ſtep of his proceedings 
ſhould have the appcarance of ſincerity, the tw » memorials 
which he produced on the 27th and 2gih Frivaire, were 
without ſignatures. On the rept which was made to the 
Directory upon theſe memorigls; on the expoſure of the 
overtures of Lord Malmſhury, wich left no pofſibility of 
diſcuſſion, fince they propoſed that the Government fthould 
ſign the diſgrace of the Republic, the Directory gave his 
Lordſhip notice to preſent his #771797 in twenty -four hows, 
and to ſign it.“ | 

„% tis Lordſhip ſigned his two memorials, A fight peruſal 


of their contents muſt fill all France with that n 
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with which the Directory muſt have read them, and demon- 
ſtrates the neceſſity there was for diſmiſſing the man who 
dared to propoſe them. In theſe England at once diftatcs 
the reſtitution to his Majeſty the Emperor and King, of all 
his eſtates upon the footing of poſſeſſion previous to the war. 
Thus, the victorious French, the French who have ſhed 
their blood, and ſquandered their refources to repel an unjuſt 
aggreſſion, were to retire ſhamefully within their territories, 
as if they had been vanquithed. They were to ſupport the 
weight and expence of a war which they were obliged to 
maintain in defence of their liberty! Thus in compliance 
with theſe demands too, although by the text of the conſtu- 
tion a treaty cannot ſtipulate any alienation of the territory 
cf the Republic, the Directory was to reſtore the c-dewvant 
Belgium. They were to ſign with their own hand the inſtru- 
ment of their impeachment, by the violation of the ſocial 
agreement which they were ſpecially deputed to maintain 
Thus thoſe nations who are connected with us, who have 
relied upon our friendihip, upon our fidelity, were to be 
baſcly abandoned. England next imperiouſly diſſolves the 
treatics we have made with the greater number of the Princes 
of Germany. In her eyes thefe treatics are of no value. Tr 
was only with his Imperial Majeſty that France could have 
concluded them: it is upon his Imperial Majeſty that the 


Englih Government is defirons of rendering that peice 


de pendant which the Republic has granted to thoſe ſtates of 
Germany who have detached themſelves from the coalition.“ 

« The evacuation of Italy is next propoſed by England; it 
would be neceſſary, therefore, to abandon allo c-fewvart 
Savoy, and the county of Nice; it would be neceffary then 
to exerciſe towards their inhabitants the fame perfidy as in 
the caſe of the ancient Belgians : and in order that the con- 
ſequences of this mode of conduct ſhould call down upon 
France the hatred of thoſe who have {econded her arms with 
their good wiſhes, or by their means, in order that this baſe. 
neſs might for ever devote the Republic to the execration of 
nations, England diſcharges her frem the exerciſe of the 


power of interferipg in the internal affairs of theſe countries, 


and by confequence of that of waiding off the venge mer 
which they already meditare againit thoſe who have hen 
themſelves friendly to our cauſe, who by their excrtions hae 
ſeconded the courage of the brave army of Italy, of thoſe, 
in fine, who have aflifted in preventing the maſſacre of ur 
brothers in arms. To theſe propoß tions, openly infamns, 
fucceed clauſes which a little more carefully corceal the 
ignominy with which the Engliſh Government defire to 
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overwhelm us. It reſerves to the Court of St. Peterſburgh 
the full and unlimi ed power of joining in the negociation 

when it thinks proper. It would doubtleſs have interfered 
if we had had the baſeneſs to liſten to pretentions ſo odious. 
It would indeed have interfered, and firong, through the 
weakneſs which it might reaſonably have imputed to us, it 
would have required us to ſubmit to new huneiliations. 
Portugal next figures in the project of this Lord. It reſerves 
to Portugal too the power of joining in the negcciation ; 
and faithful to its ſecret principle of ihrowing upon the Re- 
public the whole expence of a war which ſhe has been com- 
pelled to ſupport againſt all Europe confederated to lay waſte 
and difmember her territory. Lord Malmſbury nevertheleſs, 
not daring to demand openly that the French government 
ſhould renounce the ſtipulation of a ſum of money to be paid 
by Pcrtugal to reimburſe the Republic for the expence of 
the war, prepares in his memorial the foundation of that 
unjuſt pretenſicn, and craftily propoſes that in the treaty 
with Portugal, there ſhall be no queſtion of any burdenſome 
condition either up-'n the one ſide or the other.“ 

Not content with the important aggrandizement which 
the partition of Poland has conferred upon her allies; not 
content with having enriched herſelf with the ſpoils of our 
commerce, by a treaty perfidiouſly purchaſed-z not content 
with having thus broken the balance of Europe, the reſtora- 
tion of which ſhe fo loudly demands, Ergland, under pretext 
of re-eſtabliſhing this very balance, has contended with the 
Republic againſt the validity of the ceſſion which has been 
made by his Catholic Majeſty of the Spaniſh part of St. Do- 
mingo. She demands a compenſation for this object. With- 
out a bluſh ſhe founds her ridiculous pretenſion upon the zcch 
Article of the treaty of Utrecht, which ſhe herſelf, in fact, 
annulled by the ceſſion which the cauſed to be made in her 
fayour in 1793, Floiida, St. Auguſtin, and Penſaccla. In 
fine, in a latcer article, ſtudiouſty cbſcure and meth dically 
complicated, L d Malmſbury pcefents certain baſes relative 
to the rights of individpals ; baſes, the object of which does 
not appear ſuſceptible ef any application, unleſs they refer to 
the Emigrants, and to the reſtitution of their property fold

Frederic, the Second, created a {mall marine, and gave ſome 
reſpectability to his flag by the vigorous execution of the 
armed neutrality, eſtablithed in December 1781. 

Denmark, by its poſition, commands the Baltic and North. 
ern Occan. The wiſdom of this Power is remarkable in 
carefully avoiding the entering into any warlike confederacics, 
and particularly in refuſing to join the coalition formed againſt 
the French Revolution, The Daniſh Navy is compoſed of 
38 ſhips of the line, 20 frigates, and 60 chebecs and cutters, 
The total number of ſeamen is 12,000; of guns 3000, 
Sweden. Nature has done every thing to raiſe this country 
to the frſt rank of maritime Power, Surrounded by ſeas, 
and interſec ed by large navigable lakes, it poſſeſſes a number 
of excellent Ports, ſuch as Gottenburg, Stalſand, Kalmar, and 
particularly Stockholm. - Twenty-ſeven veſſels of the line, 


12 frigates and 40 armed gallies; mounting in all 3000 guns, 


and manned by 18, ooo ſeamen, compoſe the preſent Force of 
the Swediſh Navy. | 

Riſſia. The efforts of this Power are as vaſt as the diſ- 
advantages it has to ſurmount in the career of navigation. 
The Ruſſian Navy confiſts of 67 ſhips of the line, 30 frigates, 
and yoo gallies and other ſmall veſſels. The number of 
guns with which theſe veſſels are armed'1s 9000 z about 21,000 
ſeamen are employed on board the fleet. 

Great Britain. In the month of December laſt, the Bri- 
tiſh Navy conſiſted of 661 veſſels, of which 172 were hips 
of the line, 25 of 50 guns, and 256 floops beſides gun-boats, 
hired armed veſſels, &c. which are chiefly employed in pro- 


tecting the coaſting trade; mounting together 25,000 guns, 


and manned with upwards cf 120,000 feamen. 

France. The following was the ſtat of the French Navy 
before the commencement of the Revolution, viz. 81 ſhips. 
of che line 69 frigates, and 141 ſmaller veſſels, The whole 
mounting 
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mounting 14,000 guns, and manned by 7000 ſeamen. —The 
maritime Force of France in its preſent reduced ſtate is not 
given by the author of theſe ſtatements, but as we conceive 
it will be intereſting to our readers, we have thought it our 
duty to add it. Since the commencement of the war the 
Britiſh feet have taken or deſtroycd of the French 36 fail of 
the line, 81 frigatcs, and 8; ſloops and other veſſels, - which 
reduces the preſent Navy of France to 45 fail of the line, 56 
ſloops or other veilels, excluſive of thoſe built during the war. 
N. B. It appears from this ſtatement, that twelve French 
ſrigates have been taken or deſtroyed more than their Navy 
contained at the commencement of the war: out. of which 
there are now in the Britiſh Navy 12 fail of the line, 46 fri-
